New York, July 2.— Justice Disclioff in the Su-

and was arrested to make a lest case for the rac< 
track |ieo)de. There was great rejoicing at Slicep.s- 
Iicad Da.v this aflermion when the news of this de- 
cision reaclied tlic track, and. as rumors of the 
••ourt's favorable attitude in the matter had gaiie-d 
wide circulation during the noon lumr j>rece<liiig 
tile races, a ma^terially increased attendance was 
the result. The' hig grandstand was nearl.v luilf 
tilled, wliile the lawns ami the )>addock inclosure 
were packed. 

Far West, an extreme outsider ridden h.v Gilbert. 
Won the Long Island Handicap from nine others, in- 
cluding tile reilouhlalde Jack Atkin, wlilch, after 
a particularly brilliant effort, succumbed in the 
tinal strides to the liglitly weighted Montana six- 
year <dd. Far West w.is in receipt of two years and 
twenty-tive iMuinds from Schreiber's gallant horse 
ami his victory was achieved in fast time, nnfavor- 
ahle weather conditions considered. It was some- 
thing of a surprise in view of liis allege<l doubtful 
stamina to see “Honest Jack” installed favorite 
and awarded the bulk of the supimrt against such 
tremendous mlds, and winners and losers alike de- 
pha-ed his defeat. Gilliert displayed for the first 
time a glimpse of his real ability in the saddle, ami 
everylaidy c'ommented favorabl.r upon liis work. 
From now on .\lr. Williams' high-pri<-ed lightweight 
jocke.v should experiem-e no dilticulty In getting 
gtssl mounts. It was onl.v the da.v before that .1. 
K. Keene’s tr.alner allowed him to ride a horse for 
the stable for the first time since his arrival in 
New Y'ork, although it has had second call on his 
services all along. With the addition of Mont- 
gomery. an even ten started. Dandelion, tlie heavily 
supis>rted .second choice, was ridden by J. Lee and 
ran a dismal race. 

After the first race, won by Fitz Herbert, an ac- 
knowhalged turf luminar.v of tlie first magnitude, 
at odds of 1 to the in)sets were fnapient and 
in .several instances of a sen.sational character. 
This last refers particularly to tlie race on the 
grass, in wliich .Miss Crawford, at ft to lo, and 
Fins and XisMlles. at 2 to 1. were seemingl.v unable 
to cope with a couple of long shots. D'.Vrklo and 
Friiice Chiug. the former winning in the incredibly 
slow time of 2:(>s^ for the grass, over which the 
I wo-.vear-old Etherial had just broken a long ex- 
isting six furlongs record. 

Ktherial won his race, the aptl.v named I’ansy 
Xtakes. in 1:12} with suiHTlative ease from s*‘Veii 
fast juveniles-. Including High Range, Taboo and 
Kamlpiiier. 

Waterspeed scored a fluke success in- the stceple- 
chasi- and Dr. H. E. Rowell turned a profitable 
trick in the closing race at a milt- with Colonel 
While. .Miller rotle a first-class race and the un- 
certain son of Clifford ran very kindl.v for him. 

Fractical. a full brother lo the unbi-aten Fris- 
cillian. making his debut on the turf, finished a Ve- 
s|H-clable tliinl in the Firestone, the first race on the 
Iirogram. Tliis Hastings — St. Friscilhi youngster 
is a larger horse now ami more rugged in conforma- 
tion tlian his famous ehler brother ami exis-rts 
predict a great fufure for him. 

.Vn unkmtwn man. eviilcntly a German, not long 
In the country, steiipcd briskly up to tlie steward's 
stand as Judge AlcDowell liegan calling for bids on 
WalersiH-ed. the winner of the steeplechase, and 
raised the winner's selling jirice of $ 1,000 $10 at a 
lime to $1,020 and desisted, the owm-r huying tlie 
horse in witli the custouiar.v .-S.'i advance. Tlie bidder 
exhibited a roll of bills whicli amounted to exactl.v 
Hie Slim at which he had stopjs-d bidding. $1.02<). 
saying “that's every cent I poss<-ss and I was will- 
ing to pay it all for 'Vatersidel'.” 

Watervliel. of iirobaltly stake calils-r, which won 
tile last race on Wi-dmsilav. was bid up from his 
s nieriHl price of $1.<MH» to $2.(Hhi by J. L. McGinnis 
and was bought in b.v the stable. 

W. A. Wheelock. one of the most prominent la.v- 
4-rs in the country, said tislay's decision of tlie 
foiirls siui|iliti<-d tlie Is-tting situation on tin- race 
tracks, and he exiiectcd to sec the sisirt restored 
to all its former pros|K-rity. Tliis was also the 
opinion held l>y otlier layers. 

COWARDLY PROGRAM FOR BRIGHTON BEACH. 

All Stakes Declared Off and a Cheap Scale of Low 
Purses Announced. 



New York. .Tiil.r 2. — President Christopher Fitz- 
gerald sent out an ofllcial notice late Wednesday 
to the effect that the Drigliton Reach Racing .\ss<i 
cialiiHi, liaviiig received consent from more than 
ninely |ier cent, of tlie nominators, announces the 
t-am-ellation of the sixteen stakes which were to Iiave 
Jiccn run off during its July meeting. This means liiat 
the Drigliton Deacli Assoi-iation will have no stake. s 
tills year. Tlie program bixik for the five days of tlie 
o|>eiiing week, commencing .fnl.v 7. was issued today. 
It provides for six overnight races per day, to which 
exactl.v $2.SO0 each da.v, no more and no less, is 
added. The iiiirses for the different races, whirli 
<-onsist of selling, condition, steeplechases and liati- 
■dicaps. average $-l.->0 to S.KtO. and in two instances 
.imoiilit to $«MI <1 and $1.<km> respectively, the last 
liatiieil being the added nioiiej- to the first Saturday's 
principal feature, a handicap at one and a i|inirici 
miles nameil the Trident. It is said Unit no infor- 
■iiution pertaining to the races will he |>erniillcd 
to be wired or tcleplioned from the course during 
the meeting.

W. .S'. Vosburgh was appointed steward to repre- 
sent the club at the summer meeting of tlie 
Drigliton Deuch Racing .VssiH-iatlon. Si-liuyler J,.

If the stable ]>rolited an.v b.v I’aradise Queen’s vic- 
tor.v. it prohabl.v lost back more than it won when 
Colonel Jack was beaten in the fourth race, a sprint 
at five and a half furlongs. The jiace in this raee 
was very fast, the first half mile being run in 47. 
The winner turned up iii Billie Hilibs,' which came 
from behind in the stretch and won going away by 
ihrei- lengths.

After a day and a night of alarm for his family 
and friends. Bennington was found (jiiietly break- 
fasting ill the restaurant of the Imperial Hotel. He 
had walked all the way from Corona to Bath Beach, 
where he spent the night, then ridden to Manbatt.-in 
b.v the “L.” and after visiting the Hoffman House, 
gone to the Imperial, registered and slept quietly 
all Monda.v night. 

The once wealthy and prominent turfman was 
h:irml(-ss and had lucid intervals, but ill the main 
his talk was incoherent and he presented a sad pic- 
ture of decrepitude. 

The niglit clerk at tin- Imperial did not recog- 
nize .Mr. Deniiingtoii when he registered, cut the 
da.v clerk, when he went on duty in the morning, 
was sp(-(-diI.v ajiprised that the man was in the hotel 
and that his friends were searching the five bour- 
oiighs for him. Hi- sent word to the police station 
and detwtive Dunn was s(-nt over to the hotel. 

Dunn found his man eating a heart.v breakfast. 
He was clean, but shabby. He had on a worn suit 
of “pepiier and salt,” and there were holes in his 
straw hat.

He appeared a forlom hope 
during the first quarter, but came with a tremend- ■ 
ous rush tliroogb tlie stretch tliat enabled him to wlu 
by a g(K)d margin in track record time. 

,l(^ff Bernstein never put his .supporters on the 
anxious seat, as he dashed into a g(X)d lead soon 
after tlu- start and always held Flume, his nearest 
contender, safe. The poor showing of Uncle Walter, 
whieli had beaten Crystal Maid and others rather 
handily in his last start, was sharply criticised. ' 

E. M. Fry. which suffered a disqualification after 
finishing first lii his iirevious start, outclassed his 
opponents in the third rai-e and won as his rider 
pleased. He was entered for $400. but no one 
manifested any inclination to bid him up, although 
it is doubtful if he could be purchased for $2,000. 
Ent(-ring horses for a fifth of their values is be- 
coming quite fashionable in these parts, as it is 
at all oilier race tracks in the country.

It is 
the most sportsmanlike of all American races and 
it regularly attracts first-class fields and draws big 
crowds. 

Mer- 
ehants’ and Citizens’ Handicap and Catsklll Handi- 
cap and the Beverwyck Steeplechase. The changing 
ill the conditions of thes(* races will consist in cut- 
ting the added mon(-j- and promises are t^mt four of 
tli(- declared nu-(-s will be re-otiened, to close again 
July 12. 

Since Saratoga has no great city from wliich fo 
draw ermvds, it cannot afford to give a $12,lH)0 han- 
dicap, a $lO,0tKt Great Republic and a $7,.'>00 cut). 
The olfie(-rs of tlie Saratoga Association will add as 
iiiucli in the rac(‘s to be re-opened as they can afford. 
Tliey have a small sinking fund. Part of the profits 
of eacli season, since tlie new a.sso-iatiou was or- 
ganized in 1901, have bei-n put aside for a rainy day. 



INFLEXIBLE DIES AT BLUE RIDGE. 



Inflexilde, the Hamburg — Berrledale stallion Mr. 
Oxnard bought in the spring of 1904 from the estate 
of the late William C. Whitney and stood one season 
at his Blue Ridge Stud in Virginia, and two jit 
William D'Rrien Macdonough’s Ormondale Stud in 
California, is dead. He suceuinbed to colic at Blue 
Ridge Farm last week and Mr. Oxnard has sustained 
a great loss. 

Inflexilde was from a Donovan mare imported fo 
this eoiintr.v hy the late Marcus Paly. 

Mr. Macdonoiigh let Mr. Oxnard have the Ormonde 
stallion. Ormondale, winner of the Futurit.v 
of I'.K).'). in exchange for Inflexllile. The horse was 
broiiglit back from California a short time ago and 
he contracted the i-olie. which carried him off shortly 
after his arrival in Virginia. 

Mr. Oxnard will, of course, miss Inflexible, which 
has several winm-rs out this season, hut his place in 
well stiM-kt-d with fine stallions. He owns the ster- 
ling English horse. Islington, the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion winner, I’riiiee of .Melbourne, Golden Maxim, 
one of tlie gn-atest three-year-olds of 1903. and 
Hawkswiek, a fast son of SL Simon. 

BUFFALO’S CLOSE DISPLEASES JOCKEY CLUB. 

The alli-ged reason why Joseph A. Murphy Is not 
to act as steward of the Yonkers meeting of th(» 
Jockey Club, is given by the New York Sun as fol- 
lows: 

“In calling off the Buffalo meeting Joseph A.
